I would peg a retail transaction on this at about $400. Add $100 for a 
good speaker. You might get more for it on eBay if a feeding frenzy 
erupted, but you might not. These are lovely receivers, but there are a 
lot of them around and many were cared for nicely (thank goodness!) Rarity 
is therefore not the issue it could be on other receivers. One detail that 
might make a difference is the nature of the tag. If it has the cast "HQ 
One Eighty" tag on the front it would be marginally more valuable than if 
it had the embossed label, adjust expectations accordingly. If it is any 
consolation, recent eBay transactions on fairly clean but imperfect sets 
ran about $260 and $300 (latter with speaker). A spotless museum-quality 
unit might go $500.
